Then they told Shri Talwinder S.ngh that they were 
planning to kill members of minority community after 
hijacking a bus. Shri Talwinder Singh told them that due 
to the killing of innocent persons, the militant organisa¬ 
tions were isolating themselves from the public. Then he 
suggested that should kill SHO P.S. Lopoke, but both the 
extremists did not agree to this in view of heavy security 
arrangements and the deployment of Army. Shri Talwinder 
Singh then quoted the example of (late) Shri Joginder 
Singh, SP who was killed inspjte of heavy security arrange¬ 
ments. Then the extremists agreed to the plea and 
asjeed hhn to rit with them for further Planning. In the 
meanwhile, the other two police personnel took position 
outside the farm-house. Sensing the plan the extremists 
resorted to firing on the police personnel. The police 
personnel also refumed fire and the encounter continued 
for about 30 minute#. Snatching an opportunity, Shri 
Ij^Jwinder Singh sprayed bullets from his weapons on both 
tkc extremist k'lKng BaJwinder Singh alias Jodha Jalandhari 
(Op the spot, while other extremist who was injured, 
s put of the room and ran towards nearby wheat fields. 
r e running, ho fired at the police personnel, they rctum- 
cu the fire. After this Shri Talwinder Singh flashed 
the message through wireless to SSP and SP (City), 
Amritsar, On getting the information, they reached the 
spot, and encircled the entire field, where the injured 
terrorist was hiding. The cross firing continued for about 
twenty minutes, thereafter firing from the terrorist side 
stopped. Then the area was searched and dead bpdy of 
o^e extremist was recovered, who was identified as Shinder

On 18-11-1992, Deputy Supdt. of Police, Mukatsar and 
Sub-Inspector Rajinder Singh, SHO P.S, Sadar Mukatsar 
received infonnation that some dreaded extremists were 
hiding in the cotton fields of one Bakhtawar Singh, Village 
Khun da Halal, They immediately reached there alongwJh 
available force and started search of the cotton fields. 
Wireless Message was also flashed to DSP, Malout and 
SHO Kot Bhai to reach the spot alongwi.fi force. An 
Army contingent and Pol.ce force ulongwlth CRPF per¬ 
sonnel under the command of SP (OPS) and SP (Detective) 
reached the spot. The entire force was divided into differ¬ 
ent parties and started search wnh the help of bullet¬ 
proof Gpysies. When the police party headed by SI 
Raj.nder Singh entered the cotton fields, one extremists 
while firmg with his AK-47 rifle on the police party was seen 
advancing towards the Gypsies. The police Party also 
returned the fire. Jn the exchange of fixe the extremist was 
killed. In the mean ime, DSP, Moga alongwith S/Shri 
Gurdip Chand, Gurp ar Singh and Baljinder Singh Con¬ 
stables reached the &pot. When this paity was standing near 
the cotton fields, they were fired upon by the extremist. 
The party in bullet-proof Gypsy advancer! towards the 
extremists while firing. They saw one extremist approach¬ 
ing them while firing. The DSP, Moga ordered him to 
surrender but the extremist took position and fired a burst 
on the engine of the veh cle, which stopped. The extremist 
climbed on the bonet of the Gypsy and fired one burst 
into the vehicle. On the Constable Baljinder Singh Jump¬ 
ed from Gypsy, aimed the butt of his ALR at the head 
of the extremist, the butt was broken. The extremist fired 
one more burst. Shri Rajinder Singh pounced on the 
extremist and engaged him in a scuffle. In the meantime, 
S/Shri Gurdip Chand and Gurp ar Singh came down and 
took position. At that time, firing from the other side of 
the field started, as a result S/Shri Gurpiar Singh, Gurdip 
Chapd and Baljinder Singh were injured. Seeing this 
Sub-Inspector Rajinder Singh fired on ihe extremist w;th 
his revolver and shot him dead. Then SI Rajinder Singh 
tried to tako all the injured Constables to a safer place. 
vSuddenly two extremists started heavy firing. Inspite of 
injuries, all the injured constable returned the lire and 
managed to reach near the extremists. They noticed both 
the extremists lying dead, Thereafter, other extremists threw 
a hand-grenade on S/Shri Gurdip Chand, Gurpiar Singh 
and Baljinder Singh and also fired heavily on them. As 
a result, the condition of two constables became serious. 
Seeing this, SP(OPS) approached the injured Constables in 
a bullet-proof Gypsy in the covering fire and brought them 
out and sent them to hospital. However, Constable 
Gurpiar Singh and Gurdip Chand succumbed to their in¬ 
juries on way to hospital. 
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At about 4.30 PM, search of cotton fields was again 
started under the supervision of &P(Detective). Two extre¬ 
mists started heavy fire on the pbliee party and the police 
party returned the fire, Constable Reddy of CRPF killed 
one of the extremists, though he himself was seriously 

injured and later died. The other extremist was killed in 
the exchange of firu\ The DSP, Mukatsar and SHO P.S. 

Kot Bhai moved towards the oppos'tc side under the cover¬ 
ing fire and fired on the extremists. The extremists 

threw a hand-grenade on the police party. The police 
party also threw hand grenades and fired on the ex' remits. 
When the firing frdm the extremists side stopped, fuo more 
tie a cl bodies were recovered. 

At this stage, SSP, Faridkol also reached the spot and 
assessed the situation. He re-organised f he force and divid¬ 
ed it uilo four parties. The parties started the search 
with bullet proof vehicles. The extremists kept on firing 
on the vehicles. The police parties also returned + hc fire. 
Thereafter filing from the extremists stopped and on search 
of the area two dead bodies of extremists were 
recovered. Thus, in the encounter in all 10 extremists wetc 
killed.

On 27-9-1992, Shri Ram Pal Singh, Supdt. of Police (Ope- 
rations), Santgrur planned a search operation in the area of 
Mastuana, P. S. Sadar, Sangrur, While carrying out search 
of Sugar-cane fields, the search paTty located some personal 
items in the middle of the sugar-cane fields. Shri Rain Pal 
Singh planned for thorough search of the area. At about 
2,00 PM, when Shri Singh with his gunman and 5 sections 
of CRPF were advancing near the cotton fields, the terrorists 
hiding in the field opened heavy fire on the search party, 
Shri Singh and other party personnel, immediately took posi¬ 
tion and returned the fire. The terrorists threw hand- 
grenades on the search party and 5 CRPF personnel sustained 
splinter injuries.

On 1-12-1992 Shri Mobd, Mustafa, SSP, Fcrozepur received 
an information about the movement of a gang of terrorists in 
the area of P. S. Makhu, Shri Mustafa alongwith two others, 
in civil dross, wont to the .suspected .area with their Assault 
rifles concealed in Chuddars to check the presence of terro¬ 
rists. After confirming personally, he returned to CIA Head¬ 
quarters. Thereafter police parties encircled the area and the 
terrorists were caught unaware sitting in two groups—one near 
a Tubewell room and the other a. little deep dn the sugarcane 
field. On seeing the police, they started running helter- 
skelter, Shri Mustafa took stock of the situation and formed 
a small striking team. The team consisting of four Consta¬ 
bles including Balbir Singh and Nas r Ali was led by Shri 
Mustafa. Two other teams were formed -to assist the striking 
team and to give cover‘ng fire. The striking team first decid¬ 
ed to take on the terrorists, who had -taken shelter inside the 
Tubcwell Room and the adjoining katcha drain. Shri 
Mustafa with his team managed to reach the spot from where 
they could hit the terrorists. The terrorists on seeing the 
pobcc started firing towards them. Shri Mustafa alongwith 
Constable Balibir Singh and Constable Narir All directed the 
fire at the terrorists and within 20 minutes the three terrorists 
in the drain were killed. Then this party changed their posi¬ 
tion and directed fire towards the terrorises hiding in the tube- 
well room. On realising that from this position, they can not 
h t -the terrorist Shri Mustafa alongwith Constable Balbir 
Singh managed to reach behind the tubcwell leaving other 
three members of the party at the same position. Realising 
that the only way to silence guns of terrorists in the tube- 
well room was to lob hand-grenades through the side win¬ 
dow®, Shri Mustafa directed Constable Balibir Singh to brought 
handgrenadcs from other police party. Shri Mustafa, himself 
lobbed hand-grenades from the side window. After about half 
an hour he again lobbed 4-5 hand-grenades into the room. 
Thereafter, firing from the terrorises side stopped, Shri Mustafa 
and Balbir Singh went to the tubewell room and found 4 
terrorists lying dead. In the meanwhile other re inforcement 
and night lighting devices and bullet-proof tractors reached 
‘(he -spol. The entire area was fully lighted using the head¬ 
lights of tractors and gypsies, positioned all around. While 
Shri Mustafa was busy in these arrangements, two terrorists 
emerged from the field and started running and tried to 
break the cordon from the Western Flank. The police party 
on that ride headed by Deputy Supdt. of Police Zira, imme¬ 
diately reacted and gunned down both the terrorists. 

At about 1.00 AM. on 2-12-92 Shri Mustafa reviewed and 
discusssed the entire situation with other officers and decided 
to slightly retreat from their position and observe the move¬ 
ment of tcrorists in the sugar-cane held. There was complete 
full for about one hour. Thereafter some terrorists started 
era wring out of the fields. They were fired upon by the 
police parties. The terrorists, -took position against the 
elevated line of a sub-drain and returned the fire. The ex¬ 
change of fire continued for more than an hour. Ultimately 
Shri Mustafa and h's team members succeeded in killing all 
of them, who were later found to be five. Then Shri Mustafa, 
left his team and came to the Northeast corner of the sugar¬ 
cane field along the Bundh. In the meantime, one policeman, 
noticed the movement of some terrorist®. They were slightly 
visible in the light of the head-lights of gypsy. Shri Mustafa 
took position behind u bullet-proof gypsy and warned the 
terrorists to surrender but they responded with fire from 
automatic weapons, Shri Mustafa fired at the terrorists and 
within no time killed both of them.

On 15-10-1992, Shri S. K, Shanm, Senior Supdt. of Police 
received information that a group of armed terrorists were 
moved in Maruiti Cars in the areas of P. S. Phillaur, Nurmahal 
and Goraye. Special Naka* and patrolling was organised. 
At about 5.30 AM, a naka p>arty headed by Shri Haxma.il 
Singh Deputy Supdt, of Police wfich had laid an ambush 
at Tri-Canal Junction Bridge near Village Kaeg-Arayan noti- 
ced two Maruti Cans coming from the direction of Village 
Atoalpura. When the cars reached near the naka p^rty, they 
were signalled to stop. The drivers of the cars immediately 
turned their cars toward one side and the inmates sprang out 
with lightening speed and fired bursts from their automatic 
weapons at the naka party.

On 5-1-1993, SHO, P.S. Kitbunangal received infortnatkm 
that dreaded extremist Bal winder Singh alia* Gulaba 
alongwith his associates ia biding in the house of on* 
Kuldip Singh in Village Abdul, The SHO, immediately 
rushed to the village with a Police Contingent ccmriit* 
inf of District Police and CommaDdoa of 3rd PattgUon 
(including S/Shri Balwant Singh, AST Nirmal Singh, Hoad 
Cooftable and Sukhbir Singh, Head Constable). On fttfffh* 
ing there, they oordoned the house where the evtftpW 
were reported to be hiding. Two police ptreoapef 
bed on the roof top of the house and ch*llEflp*d 4M 
inmates to come out and surrender. On thin th* extremist* 
parted firing with sophisticated weanonn on the pollc* 
parlv. ASI BaJwsnt Singh alongwith S/$hri Sukhhfr Singh* 
Nirmal Sinitrh and Dbarwn P»l. Head CorntfeWe ws* enver- 
(iipf? the main pate of the hrrv*e : n o^der to twewttf the 
e*cane of extremists. The poMce party frfcmedktelv re¬ 
turned the fire in self defence and reinforcement was ilso 
cpllei. 

In the meantime, two extremist* came out naming through 
the corridor towards th$ main gate in a bkfc to escape, 
ASI Balwant Singh and HC Sukhbir Singh ft*** across 
both the extremists and exchanged fire with them. In th* 
exchange of fire, S/Shri Balwant Singh and Sukhbir Singh 
sustained buffet fnfuries. However, withauf caring for their 
personal safety, they fought n pitched battle with the 
extremists and succeeded in killing both of thEm. HC 
Sukhbir Singh succumbed to his injuries on the Spot where- 
h ASI Balwant Singh fell rmconcians on ift& grbufid^ 
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ill the meanwhile, firing continued from inside the house 
through one of the windows. The intensity of the terro¬ 
rists fire was »o heavy that no person dared to advance. 
Meanwhile, the re-inforce men t also reached the spot. 
Head Constable Nirmal Singh, who was also positioned at 
the main gate managed to reach near the window. After 
reaching there, Sim Nirmal Singh spotted one extremist, 
and fired at him . Simultaneously, the extremist also fired 
at Nirmal Singh, In the process, HC Nirmal Singh 
sustained serious bullet injuries, hut he continued firing at 
the extremist till he fell down und breathed his last. TTiere- 
aftcr firing from the extremists side stopped. During 
search, three dead bodies of extremists were recovered . 
The dead extremists were later identified as Balwant Singh 
aljaj Gulaba (Lt, Genl. of Babbar Khalsa Organisation), 

Jaswant Singh and Sukhdev Singh alias Suhaga, During 
funher search one GPMG, one AK-47 Rifle and one SLR 
along* ith large number of empty/live cartridges wera reco- 
veied from the place of encounter. In the encounter S/ 
Shri Dhanuh Pal and Jasbir Singh, Constables were: also 

injured and both have been given out-of-turn promotion. 

The other police personnel who took active part in the 
encounter have bectfi granted promotions /Commendation 
Certificates.

All these officers 
alOngwith their gunmen and CRPF personnel reached the 
hiding place. Shri Oil! after reaching village Kotli Dhole 
Shat), too over the command of operation on and direc- 
fected different^ parties with officers to cordon the house 
of ope Surinder Sirt^h. wh ch wai located in the "Centre 
of the Villas. 

After the cordon was completed shri Gilf climbed on 
the roof top of the house in which the extremists wore 
hiding. He challenged th* extremists to surrender but 
the extremists started indiscririinate firing with automatic 
weapons in the direction of Shri Gill. He immediately 
asked his party personnel to return the fire. This information 
w*s given tp Military and Rustrya Rifles, they reached 
the *pot. The extremists had taken position in dhe paeon- 
roam, therefore, th* fire of the security force* was not 
effective. Shri Gill changed the strategy and directed his 
gunman - to du^ holes in the roof. While they were 

doing so under the supervision of Shri Gill, once again 

heavy volume of fire came through the h°lw and door* 

of the house. Shri Gill thereupon lobbed hand grenades 
in the room in order to pin down the Extremists. During 
thus process of firing and lobbing of grenades, SP(OPS) 
Majitha, his gunman and two Army personnel were injured 
When they were trying [a move towards the extremists. 


Statement of services for whVh the decoration has bee* 
awarded :— 

On 1-12-1992 Shri Mohd. Mustafa, SSP, Ferozepur 
received an information about the movement of a gang of 
terrorists in the area of P.S. Makhu, Shri Mustafa ulong- 
xVilh two other*, in civil dress, went to the suspected area 
with their Aiwult rifles concealed in Chuddars to check 
the presence of terrorists. After confirming personally, he 
returned to CIA Headquarters. Thereafter police parries 
encircled the area and the terrorists were caught unaware 
sitting, iu two group*—one near a Tubewell room and the 
other a little deep in the sugarcane field. On seeing the 
police, th«y Started running helter-skelter. Shri Mutfafa 
took stock of the situation and formed a small striking 
team. The team consisting of four Constables including 
Balbir. J>ingh and Nasir Ah was led by Shri Mustafa. Two 
other team* were formed to assist the striking team and 
to give covering fire. The striking team first decided to 
take on the terror tots* who had taken shelter Jnride the 
TubtfweJl Room and the adjoining Kftcha drain. Shri Mustafa 
with his team manured to reach the spot from whcie they 
could hit the terrorists. The terrorists on seeing the police 
started firing towards them, Shri Mustafa alongwith 
Constable Balbir Singh and Constable Narir Ali directed 
the fire at the terrorists ahd w’thin 20 minutes the thjee 
terrorists in the drain were killed. Then rhjs pnty chang¬ 
ed their position and directed fir* towards the terrorists 
hiding in the tubewell room. On realiring that fiom this 
position, thev cun not h ; t lhe terrorist Shri Mustafa along- 
with Constable Balbir Singh managed to reach behind the 
tubewell leuving olher three members of lhe party at the 
stMue position. Realising that the only way to silence 
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guns of terrorist* in the lubewell room wa* to lob hand- 
grenades through the side window®, Shri Mustafa directed 
Constable Balbir S*igh to brought hatK^grerade* from 
other police pa^rty, Shri Mutfwv himvlf lobbed hand* 
grenades from the aide window, After about half an hour 
he again lobbed 4*5 hand-grenades into the room. There¬ 
after, firing from the terrorist* side stopped, Shri Mustafa 
and Balbir Smgh went to the tubeweu room a*d found 
4 terrorists lying dead, lit the meanwhile other rc-inforce- 
ments and night lighting devices and bullet-proof tractors 
reached the spot. The entire area was fully lighted 
Using the head-litht* of tractors and gypsies, positioned all 
around. While Shri Mustafa was busy in these arrange¬ 
ments, two terrorists emerged from the field and started 
running and tried to break the cordon from the Western 
Flank. The police party on that aide headed by Deputy 
Supdt. of Police Ziru. immediately reacted and gunned 
down both the terrorists. 

At about 1.00 A.M., on 2-12-92 Shri Mustafa review¬ 
ed and discussed the entire situation With other officer* 
and decided to slightly retreat from their position and 
observe the movements of terrorists in the sugar-cane field. 
There was complete lull for about one hour. Thereafter 
some terrorists started crawling out of the fields. They 
were fired upon by the police parties. The terrorists, took 
position against the elevated line of a sub-drain and 
returned the fire. The exchange of fire continued for more 
than an hour. Ultimately Snri Mustafa and his team 
members succeeded in killing all of them, whd were later 
found to be five. Then Shri Mustafa, left his team and 
came to the North-East corner of the sugar-cane field 
along the Bundh. In the meantime, one polxeman, notic¬ 
ed the movement of some terrorists. They were slightly 
visible in the light of the head lights Of gypsy. Shri 
Mustafa took position behind a bullet-proof gypsy and 
warned the terrorists to surrender but they responded with 
fire from automatic weapons. Shri Mustafa fired at 
the terrorists and within no rime killed both of them. 

Shri Mustafa went around the encircled area to ascer¬ 
tain the alertness of his men, who were awake and 
in action throughout night. At aboot 4.45 A.M., there 
wm another round of hand-grenades lobbing and selective 
firing by the police personnel in the sugarcane fields to 
check the presence of terrorists. Thereafter, Shri Mustafa 
himself drove one of the tractor* with one Dy. S. P, and 
one Inspector. The butlet-proof tractor made a round and 
at one point, two terrorists, tried to run out fearing that 
they might nor be crushed under the tractor. They were 
killed by ihc Dy. SP. and the Inspector, with their guns. 
At about 7.30 A.M. a thorough search was carried out and 
one more dead body of a terrorist was found ifi the 
sugar-cane field. Thus in all 19 terrorists were killed in 
the encounter. During further search, 7 AK Rifles with 
15 magazines, t SLft with one magazine, 1 sten-gun with 
2 magazines, two 303 R'fles, one .315 bore rifle, one 7.62 
bold action rifle, one ,455 foreign made devolt/er, on* 
,32 bore revolver, one 30 bore pistol, 1 DBBL Gun, 
2 SBBL Guns, 2 stick bombs, 8 Kg, explosive material, 
8 HE 36 hand-grenades and large number of Tive/empty 
cartridges were recovered from the place of encounter. 

In this encounter S/Shri Batbir Singh, Constable and 
Nasir Ali, Constable, . displayed conspicuous gallantry 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Shri H. S. Dhillbn, SSP, Amritsar, received information 
that SulthdeV Siqjft alias , Sukha Chachovvalia, a top 
hardcore terrorist and Chief Commander of Babbar Kbals* 
International was seen moving in the area of Police 
Statiori Gharinda. Following this information he activated 
his sources. On 3-1-1994 at about 10.15 P.M., Shri 
Dhillon received information that three extremists armed 
with automatic weapons were moving in the areas of 
Villages Ranikc and Chogawan. Shri Dhillon rushed to 
the area with his gunmen. Enroute he flashed message to 
Other officers to teach village Ranikc. SHO, F, S. 
Gharinda Was first to response and joined the SSP at 
Amritsar-Attari G.T. Road at the crossing of Village 
Chogawan. As they reached the drain bridge oC Village 
Ranike, tjjc extremists taking advantage of drain embank¬ 
ment and pitch dark, opened heavy lire on the police 
vehicles. A volley of shots hit the front portion of the 
gypsy of Shri Dhillon. Shri Dliillon and his gunmen 
immediately flung into action, took position behind the GT' 
Road side embankment of the dram and returned the 
fire. The extremists had entranched themselves behind the 
Chogawan side embankment of the drain and they were 
firing with automatic weapons and also lobbed grenades. 
Shri Dhillon and his party could not hit the target. Shri 
Dhillon went ahead along the embankment for about 
20 yards in the face of heavy fire from the extremists and 
ordered SHO P.S., Gharinda to keep on firing at the 

extremists from his position. - Two Head "Constables follow¬ 
ed Shri Dhillon and there, this party fired at the ext re-* 
mists. Even the firing by Shri Dhillon and party did not 
prove effective. Realising the situation, Shri Dhillon de y 
cided to leave his position and got into dry bed of the 
drain and crossed over the other side of drain from where 
the extremists were firing at the police. Shri Dhillon 
ordered SHO P.S. Gharinda to kept on engaging the 

extremists. He got into the dry bed of the 1 drain and 

crossed Over to the other side of the drain un-noticed. He 
stealthily inched toward* the position of the extremists 
under the cover of Surkandn. One of the extremist realis¬ 
ing some movement behind him, turned around and 
fired a burxfi from hi* GPMG r which narrowly missed 
Shri Dhillon. Shri Dhillon fired a volley of bullets from hi s 
carbine which hit the extremist on his face and chest 
and killed him on the spot. The killed terrorist was later 
identified as Sukhdev Singh alias Sukha Chadfiowlia, a 
dreaded hard-core Majha Zone Chief of Babber Rhalsa 

International. He was responsible for more than 35 cases 
of killings, bomb blasts and ambushes on para-military 
forces. However, the other two extremists managed to 
escape under the cover of darkness. During search one 
GPMG, 2 Drum Magazines, 2 Hand-grenades, 10 meters 

Cordex Wire, 10 Electric Detonator*, 20 Dynamite sticks 
and about .200 livc/empty cartridges were recovered from 
the place of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Hardeep Singh Dhillon, Senior 
Supdt. of Police, displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage 
and devotion to duty of a high order.

Sim S. K. Sb* nna, Senior Supdt. of 
Police reeded information that a group M armed terrorists 
**e» moving in Marutl Cara in the area* of P.S. 
Phillaur, Nurmahal and Goraye. Special Nakaa and 
patrolling was organised. At about 5,30 AM, a naka 
party headed by Shri Harmail Singhs Deputy Supdt, of 
Pole* which had laid an ambush at Tri-Canal /unction 
Bridge near Village Kang-Arayan, noticed two Marutl 
Car* coming from the direction of Village Akalpura. 
When the cart reached near the naka party, they were 
signalled to atop. The drivers of the care immediately 
turned their cars towards one side and the inmates sprang 
out with lightening speed and fired bursts from their 

automatic weapons at the halea party. As the naka party 
was already in position, it survived the first attack and 

returned the fire in self*defcnce. The terrorists rajh in 
different directions and took position in the sugar-cane 
fields. Message about the incident was flashed by wireless 
to the Senior Officers, Thereafter, Shri Harmail Singh 
realising that the terrorists were trying to run away from 
the place of encounter, directed his party members to 
fire at the terrorists, to check their escape. In the ex¬ 

change of fire two terrorists were killed. In the mean¬ 
time, SHO P.S. Phillaur and Supdt. of Police, Jalandhar 

also reached the spot. 

Shri Satlih Kmn itt Sharma oh receipt of the information 
reached the spot. Shri Shinha, assessed the situation 
arid directed various parties to move tactically to cover 
itf possible escape route*. Shri Sharraa alongwitb Head 
Constable Inderjft Singh moved towards the tubewell from 
where one terrorist was firing at the police party to enable 
other terrorists to escape. It was necessary to neutralise 
this terrorist, bo that other terrori*!* could not escape, 
Shri $hgnna, under the covering fire of Shri Harmail Singh 
advanced towards the tubewell. ^Sbri Shanna and 
Inderjit Singh covered a long difttftBp* to reach near the 
terrorist, who had by then changed his position many 
times.

S/Shri Hannafl Singh and Jagtar Stugh rolled towards one 
aide, thus saved themselves from the burst fired from 
GPMG. Both braved the hostile fire of GPMG, took 
position and fired their rifles and silenced the terrorist, 
who was firing with GPMG, S/Shri Harmail Singh and 
Jftgtar Singh Fh«ai .fired a burst and silenced another 
terrorist who had taken position nearby. One terrorist 
was klled by. SHQ> P S,. Phillaur and his party. 

Thereafter firing from the terrorists side stopped. Area 
Was search and dead bodies of six terrorists were recover¬ 
ed.

SHO, PS, Lopoke alongwith police force chased the 
extremists, who was hiding in the ‘Chari' field and the 
remaining two were chased by Sub-Inspector and party. 
In the meantime, police party cordoned the village and 
SSP Majitha and SP, Hqrs, Majitha were informed on 
wireless set and requested tor reinforcement. 

On receipt of this information, SSP Majitha alongwith 
Shri H. 3. Randhawa, SP 3 Hqrs-, Majitha and 7 Bn„ 
CRPF. under Shri R.S.H S. Sahota, 21/C and force 
including Constable Tribhuvan bingh reached the spot. On 
reaching there, the police parties challenged the 
terrorist to surrender but he opened heavy fire on the 
police parties, Real,sing the gravity of the situation, it 
was decided to confront the terrorist in bullet proof trac¬ 
tor. Shri Randhawa, SP mounted the buhei pi oof 
tractor and entered the field where the terrorist was hiding 
but the extremist opened fire on the tractor, Shri 
Randhawa Unmindful of his personal safety and security 
fired back on the extremist who was killed by the effectively 
firing of" Shri Randhawa. 

After the killing of the first cxlrcmisl, the police party 
went to village Kalowal in search of remaining two extremi¬ 
sts, who managed to escape from the place of encounter. The 
extremists on seeing the police party returned the fire in 
self defence. In the meantime the extremists managed to enter 
the house of one Anoop Singh and kept on firing on the police 
party. Shri Sahota, 2-1/C of 7 Bn., CRPF seeing the 
extremists entering the house and realising that the terrorist 
was well cniienched and any amount ot firing would not 
yield the desired result, decided to lob hand grenades., 
Shri Sahota alongwith Constable Tiibhuvan Singh and 
other personnel advanced under heavy fire and under cover 
fire from own force, took position behind the walls 
of western side and lobbed 3 grenades inside the com¬ 
pound forcing the terrorists to take shelter inside the 
rooms, Shri Sahota alongwith Constable Tribhuvan 
Singh climbed the roof top, took lying position and fired 
at the terrorists in order to confine them to one room, 
Shri Saholn and Shri Tiibhuvan Singh dug holes in the 
ioof to lob grenades, but on completion of digging of 
holes in the roof, the terrorises projected barrel of assault 
rifle and fired at Shri Sahota and his man on the loof. 
On throwing: of grenades, the terrorist moved from one 
room to the other and us grenades exhausted Constable 
Tribhuvan risked his life in the face of heavy fire and 
brought more grenades -from ihc cordon paily and lobbed 
3 move grenades ins’de the room and simultaneously fired 
Inside which resulted in injuring the terrorist. After some¬ 
time Shri Sahota and Constable Tribhuvan Singh came 
down from khc roof to dear the room and in the process 
the injured terrorist opened fire at Shri Sahota, Shri Sahota 
moved to other s : de and fired at the terrorist with his 
AK-47 and killed him. The two killed terrorists were 
identified as Kashmir Singh @ Shecra who w_ps responsible 
for over 200 killings and the second as Amrik Singh a 
hard core terrorist of Babbar Khalsa. Two AK-47 rifles 
alongwith 4 magazines and large quantity of live/empty 
■ cartridges were recovered from the killed terrorists. How¬ 
ever, the third terrorist managed to escape under the 
cover of crops. 

In this encounter Shri H, S. Randhawa, Supdt. of Police, 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order,

On 9-8-1993 information! ;was received about the move¬ 
ment of terrorist, Bajkfe'v Singh Haw f ra and his group in 
Village Gagganwal Shri Gurdev Singh, Dy. S,P. Khammano 
passed on ih s information to Shri Narindcr Bhargava, SP, 
Detective, Fatehgarh Suhib and in the meantime rushed 
to the spot alongwith available force including four Sec¬ 
tions of CRPF consisting of Naik Raghubir Singh and 

Constable V. S. Sulunkhe among others and laid cordon 

around the sugarcane field whero the terrorists were 
trapped. As the pofice parties started search of the area, 
the terrorists suddenly opened fire on the police parties, 
Shri BhargLiva, reached the spot alongwith additional force 
and after taking stock of the situation, decided to search 
the area of village Gaggarwal. He divided the police force 
Into 7 panics and started search from village Sidhpur side. 
As the police parties under Shri Bhargava and Shri 

Gurdev Singh reached near the sugarcane field, the 

terrorists started heavy firing on the police parties, Shri 
Bhargava immediately instructed the police parties to take 
lying position and open fire in self defence, while Shri 

Bhargava and Shri Gurdev also opened fire at the terrorists. 
In the exchange of fire two Punjab police personnel who 
werO in the forefront were seriously injured, At this junc¬ 
ture, Shri Salunkhe, retaliated the fire on the terrorists 
who tried to break the police cordon and at the same 
time Shri Salunkhe sounded his mates to shift the injured. 
Shri Bhargava and Shri Gurdev Singh, putting their lives 

to great risk in the face of heavy fire - from Automatic 
weapons, crawled towards the injured police personnel 

and moved them to safety and rushed them to hospital. 

Shri Salunkhe had by then kept the terrorists pinned, but 

as he jumped from one place to pother for ifiorc effec¬ 
tive firing, hb was hit by the bullets from the terrorists 
AK-56 rifle and was grievously hurt, but he main¬ 
tained bis hold till he was evacuated to hospital 

^succumbed to injuries on the way) Shri Bhargava-havifig 
assessed the situation informed SSP, Fatehgarh Sahib and 
requested for bullet proof tractors and in the meantime 

he alongwith Shri Gurdev Singh returned the fire from 

their AK-47 rifles. On arrival of the bullet proof tractors, 
Shri Bhargava, Shri Gurdev Singh and Shri Raghubir Singh 
mounted the bullet proof tractors alongwith other person¬ 
nel and entered the sugarcane fields. As the tractors 

cnteied the field, the terrorists in hiding, opened heavy fire 
at the tractors, which resulted in bursting of tyres and 
immobilised the tractors and personnel inside the tractors 
received bullet injuries. Shri Raghubir Singh noticed one 
terrorist armed with AK-56 rifle in his hand sheltering on 
the side of bullet proof tractor. Shri Raghubir Singh 

appreciating the situation, jumped out of the tractor and 
grappled with the terrorist to secure his arrest. Shri 

Raghubir Singh bravely grappled with the terrorists, but 
the terrorist suddenly slipped out from the clutches of 
Shri Raghubir Singh. The terrorist opened burst fire from 
his AK-56 rifle at Shri Rabhubir Sing\ resulting in severe 
injuries. In the meantime Shri Raghubir Singh even though 
in injured condition charges at the terrorist with his SLR, 
while the other personnel also opened fire at the terrorist 
and killed him on the spot, Shri Raghubir Singh who was 
severely injured subsequently succumbed to his injuries. 
The dead terrorist was identified as Dldar Singh @ D^ri 
who carried a reward of Rs. 10 lakhs. One AK-56 Assault 
rifle with 3 magazines and live rounds were recovered 
from the dead terrorist.

On 11-6-1993 at about 5.00 AM, Shri Jasminder Singh, 
SSP, Sangrur received information that some terrorists 
were moving in the area of Village Mour, P.S. Sunam, 
District Sangrur, He immediately directed Shri Rarnpal 
Singh, SP (Operations) and SP (Detective) to reach the 
village. On reaching there, Shri Jasminder Singh formed 
three parties, one under his own command, second under 
SP (Detective) and third under Shri Rarnpal Singh, SP 

(Operations). After deploying the force, search operation 
was started from three sides and reinforcement were also 
requisitioned, Constable Salwant Singh of the first party 
noticed an armed person entering a house. Shri Jasminder 
Singh diivcted his party to Cordon the house and also asked 
the others to reach that place. SP (Detective) and his 
party was deployed on the roof of the house. Shri 
Jasminder Singh and Shri Ramphal Singh entered the house 
from left and right side to search the house, When the 
assault groups moved further, the terrorists opened heavy 
fire, which was retaliated. Shri Jasminder Singh also 

directed on wireless to start JLMG fire. Suddenly, the 
terrorists lobbed two hand grenades from the windows on 
both the assault groups, os a result of which S/Sbri 
Jasminder Singh, Rarnpal Singh and Constable Salwant 
Singh sustained splinter injur.es. Shri Jasminder Singh 
alongwith Constable Salwant Singh, managed to reach a 
strategic location behind a pillar and started effective 
fire. Shri Rarnpal Singh, rolled over to a suitable cover 

near the window on the other side of the house. Shri 

Jasminder Singh d rected all the groups to continue fife 
and supply hand-grenades to both the assault groups. 
Under covering lire S/Shri Jasminder Singh, Rarnpal Singh, 
Constable Salwant Singh and Sukhwindcr Singh, moved 
towards the windows of both the rooms from where the firing 
was coming. As these groups were advancing, the terro¬ 
rists again opened fire but in the process Constable 
Sukhwindcr Singh got injured. In spite of injuries, he 
advanced further and reached near the window. Shri 
Jasminder Singh lobbed hand-grenades in the room through 
the window. The terrorists again fired but Shri Jasminder 
Singh lobbed grenades inside the room.

On 
getting this) information, Shri S. P. S, Basra, SP (Operation*), 
Ropar alongwith his gunman (including Head Constable 
Barm a Singh) started search of terrorists. Direction were also 
given to the Officer** in the -adjoining areas to intercept th* 
terrorists. Shri Basra alongwith his party went on the 
‘Kjacha’ link road -between Villages Khabra and GoaLam On 
the way Shri -Basra saw two persons coming on a scooter 
from opposite side, On seeing the police, they abandoned 
the scooter and ran towards the fields. Immediately Shri 
Basra got down from his Gypsy and started chasing the fleeing 
terrorists.

A* 
the party of Shri Basra .advanced further, the terrorist fiiW 
on them, When the party wa« about 15—20 yard* iw*y 
from the terrorist, the terrorist lobbed a hand-grenade but 
the police personnel escaped unhurt as they took portion m 
time. Even in such a vulnerable situation, Shri Baira took 
position behind a small sand-due.

The police party moved through Rankuiya to Nanak Nftgri 
urea, visited tne Jhalas of Gujara and on enquiry came 
to know that some 7-8 suspected terrorists, comprising 
of bearded and clean shaven Sikhs, were seen moving 
about in the area with some women and a dog, On having 
confirmed the information, the police party was returning 
to call reinforcement. As they were crossing the Jhnlas of 
GujaOj at about 0130 hours, sudden’y burst fire was started 
from behind the trees on the van. Immediately Shri Sharma 
directed his men to jump out of th© van and take position 
and challenged the terrorists to surrender. The terrorists, 
undeterrred, shouted ‘Khalistan Zindabad’, surrounded the 
pdTce party on all sides and opened indiscriminate© fire. The 
Polic© party also opened fire at the terrorists which resulted 
in injuries to the terrorists, who were immediately removed 
to safer places by their accomplices. Suddenly it was noti¬ 
ced that the strength of the terroriSte had increased to about 
10-12. Seeing themselves, out-numbeiled, Shri Shamia 
realising the gravity of the situalion, encouraged his men 
to keep their cool and opes directed fire on the terrorists to 
keep them at bay, but as the terrorists were heavily armed 
with automatic weapons, the police party could not face 
the challenge of the terrorists with their limited fire power 
and laid down their lives courageously fighting the te wo- 
rists. The terrorists after kifiling all the five police per¬ 
sonnel and the two civilians mad© their e&cuped in the 
jungles after taking away the weapons of the dead police¬ 
men.

On 4th May, 1993, Naib Subedar Kama Bahadur Thapa 
das ordered to take a petrol to search and apprehend 
ATTF insurgents in village Ram Kumar Raja Para. He 
immediately moved out with his team for the mission 
o)nd divided his group in two Learns one led by him 
crsonally and the other by Huvildur C. B. Pun. NaT> 
Subedar Thapa alongwith two other Rifleman started 
thoving towards the suspected resting place of ATTF insur¬ 
gents. But before an effective action could be taken, 
the insurgents manuged to escape taking advantage of the 
high bamboo and wild elephant grass. However, one of 
tie insurgents in the hut was cornered by Naib Subedar 
Thkpa and Rifleman Sangma. While Naib Subedar Thapa 
challenged the insurgent to surrender, Rifleman Sangma 
pounched upon the insurgent and grabbed a loaded .303 Rifle 
from him. The sudden attack of the raiding party com- 
tilled the insurgent to flee away in the jungle. 


While chasing the fleeing insurgent, the raiding parly 
came under heavy fire from the insurgente hiding in the 
Jurigle. The team under Naib Subedar Thapa returned the 
fire and forced the insurgents to flee. After hearing 
iound of- exchange of Arc, the other team also rushed 
m^arda the spot of firing. Rifleman Bela Rim Sarmah, 
leading scout of his team, saw the foot niarke of the 
fleiing insurgents. From a down-w&rd slope on which the 
insurgents had skidded down. Rifleman Sarmah found an 
insurgent waiting with rifle aiming to fire at the moving 
iroops. Without any loss of tune. Rifleman Sarmah 
opened lire on the insurgent who had a narrow escape and 
lied into thick jungle leaving behind his .303-loaded Rifle. 
Tho same was handed over to Havildar Pun by Rifleman 
Sarmah. 


Naib Subedar Thapa and his patrolling party continued 
kbeir chase as a result one of the insurgents was shot and 
appre^ded. After a thorough search of the areas 
two .303 Rifles, two country made pistols, one country 
made gun, ammunition, explosives and currency were re¬ 
covered. 


. In this encounter S/Shii Kama Bahadur Thapa, Naib 
Subedar, Bclaram Sarmah and Robet Sangma, Riflemen, 
-displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage, and devotion 
to duty of a high order. 


In the early hours of 28-2-1992, $P (OPS), Jalandhar 
ordered u surprise cordon find search operation in village 
Reed Russian, For that purpose a Company of BSF 
including Constables S. K, Sharma and Karafidev Singh, 
one section of CRPF and some police personnel were 
detailed. The emiie Company of BSF was deployed on 
ouler cordon. A search party comprising of 25 police 
personnel and one scctSon of CRPF was deployed for 
curying out search of the buddings. 

All the male members of the village were collected 
in the Gurdwara budding. At about 0800 hours, one 
AST of Police informed the Assistant Commandant of BSF 
that some terrorists were hiding in a red-coloured three 
storeyed building near the GurLLdw r arfl. The Assistant 
Commandant alongwith 7 BSF personnel rushed to the 
building where the terrorists were biding. On reach¬ 
ing there he cordoned the building and ordered the search 
of the building, in ihc meantime BSF personnel saw two 
persons in one of the rooms on the ground floor. 
On this, one of the terrorkis wielding an AK-47 Rifle rushed 
to the first floor and opened lire on the BSF parties, On 
this some CRPF and police personnel jumped on the roof 
of the neighbouring building and took cover. Terrorists 
fireC few bursts on them but this w r as not effective. The 
Assistant Commandant fired two rounds from his pistol 
from the holes of wall but iL also proved ineffective, Sens¬ 
ing drmgcr to their lives, the terrorists rushed down the 
building through the staircase. 

One of the terrorists rushed out of the building, made 
•a ila.rlnij? udcinpt to jump the wall near a temporary water 
po nfi where Constable Kcrraudcv Singh was on cordon 
duty. He pounchcd on the terrorist. During the scuffle, 
the ten mist fired a bunt from his AK-47 Rifle , which hit 
S/ui Karandev Singh on knee and neck , due to this he 
became unconscious. The terrorist snatched the SLR o| 
Shri Karandev Singh, jumped the wall and hid in the open 
wheat and sugar-cane crops. The terror/st then came out 
of the sugar-cane ciop, ran towards the outer cordon, 
where Constable Sunil Kumar Sharma alongwith three 
officr Constables of BSF were positioned. The terrorist 
fired on Constable Sharma. Without caring for his 
personal safety, he fired on the terrorist with his t>LR- 
The terrorist kept on firing on the BSF party with his 
AK-47 Rifle. Shri Shartpa engaged the desperate extremist 
in a dating armed confrontation, He did not allow the 
terrorist to exploit the opening in the cordon manned by 
him . In a highly profesMonfd manner, the outer cordon 
personnel led by the bold firing of Constable Sharma, 
gunned down the terrorist. The other tenorisit was killed 
inside the building Both the killed terrorists were later 
identified as Ranjit Singh aFas Bittoo and Munjit Singh 
Bhalla, During search one AK-47 Rifle, one p ,315 bore 
Rifle and large number of live /empty cartridges w ere 
recovered from the place of encounter.

Thereafter a fierce en¬ 
counter started between BSF troops and mv Hants holed-up 
Inside the house, lit was decided to storm the house to flush- 
out the militants, One party loti by Shri M. S, Chauhan, 
Deputy Command a nil and Sliri Bhawani Shankar, Aissishinl 
Commandant entered the fir st Hoot of the house with the help 
of an improvised ladder and the second party led by Subedar 
Hordcva Ram en.ercd the ground floor of the house. On 
entering the house Subtdnr Hanleva Ram came face-to-face 
w.th the militani;? but undauteJly, he ch.illenged them to 
surrender. In the process Subedar Hardcva Rum was hit by 
a burst fired, by this militants, hiding in tile staircase in the 
house and was killed. 

While entering a 100 m SLni Chauhan faced a volley of 
Art room the mUilantUi hiding on the roof of the house, He 
retaliated and succeeded in killing qne militant blit in the 
ipcess, he was critically injured in the jaws by bullets 
red by the militants.

The entire 
Company of BSF was deployed on outer cordon. A search 
party comprising of 25 police personnel and one section of 
CRPF was deployed for carrying out search of the buildings.

AU the male members of the village were collected in the 
Curd war a building. At about 0800 hours, one ASI of Police 
informed the Assistant Commandant of BSF that some terro^ 
rists were h'ding in a red-coloured three storeyed building 
hear the Gurudwara. The Assistant Commandant alongwkh 
i BSF personnel rushed to the building where the terrorists 
were hiding. On reaching there he cordoned the building 
and ordered the search of the building. In the meantime 
BSF personnel saw two persona in one of the rooms on the 
ground floor. On this- one of the terrorists wielding an AK-47 
Rifle rushed to the first floor and opened fire on the BSF 
parties. On this some CRPF and police personnel jumped 
on the roof of the neighbouring building and took cover. 
Terrorists fired few bursts on them but this was not effective. 
The Assistant Commandant fired two round* from his pistol 
from the holes of wall but it also proved ineffective. Sensing 
danger to then live*, the terrorists rushed down the building 
through the staircase. 

t>ne of' the terrorists rushed out of the building, made a 
dttriog attempt to jump the wall near a temporary water 
pi^int, where Constable Karandcv Singh was on cordon duty. 
He poupched on the terrorist. During the scuffle the terro 
rist fired a burst from his AK-47 Rifle, which hit Shri Karan- 
Singh on knee and neck, duo to this he become uncons¬ 
cious. The terrorist snatched the SLR of Shri Karandev 
Siregjh, jumped the wall and hid in the open wheat and sugar- 
cine crops. The terrorist then came out of the sugar-cane 
cijoip, ran towards the outer cordon where Constable Suafl 
Kumar Shaima alongwlth three other Constables of BSF 
W rre positioned. The terrorist fired on Constable Sbarma. 
Without caring for hU personal safety, he fired on the terro¬ 
rist wfth his SLR. The terrorist kept on firing on the BSF 
pjrtywlfb bis AK-47 Rifle. Shri Sharma engaged the despe¬ 
rate extremist in a daring aimed confrontation. He did not

On the intervening night of 25/26th June, 1993 a raid 
was planned to apprehend Nisar Ahmed Bhat resident of 
Amntnag, a Pak trained militant of Al-Umar outfit, who nor¬ 
mally used to stays at home during night. The house was 
pardoned and SI Madge Ram approached-, the main entrance 
and knocked at the door. As there was no response, the door 
was pushed open. The party entered (he house and searched 
the ground floor. They did not find any-body there. There¬ 
after SI Mango Ram alongwlth HC Baljit .Singh and others 
decided to check the first floor. While they were climbing 
pftira, the m litants fired and lobbed Grenades on the BSF 
party. In the attack SI Mange Ram, HC Baljit and one 
Constable received bullet/grenade splinter injuries. 

SI Mange Ram and others, trapped inside the house mana¬ 
ged to take positions on the ground floor. Inspite of serious 
injuries SP Mange Ram did not lose his nervee and ensured 
that the militants could not escape till the arrival of re-enforce¬ 
ment. SJ Mange Ram and HC Baljit Singh, irespite of heavy 
and effective fire by the nvlifcants, continued to hold their 
positions without allowing the militant* to escape. Due to 
serverc injuries and heavy bleeding, SI Mange Ram later 
fell unconscious. He was rescued by HC Baljit Singh and 
others who were trapped inside the house. 

After sometime the re-enforcement led by Commandant of 
153 Battalion, BSF alomgwifih Shri S. K. Zutohi, JAD (OPS) 
arrived at the place of encounter. After astoefting the situa¬ 
tion, they planned an operation to retrieve the injured/ 
trapped BSF men under the covering fire of MMG/LMG. 
Shri Zutahi made an effective fire of LMG on the mfliteotfs 
and succeeded in imraobaKsiiig them. He moved forward and 
rented the LMG, enabling LMG men to fire effectively on 
the militants so that the BSF personnel trapped bride 
could be ruscued. Shri Zutatod moved forward wkh his party 
and succeeded in retrieving the injured persons lying on 
the front side of the house. While, they were In the process 
of retrieving injured/trapped BSF personnel, militants conti¬ 
nued to fire intermittently and also hurled hand-grenades. 
As a result, four personnel sustained splinter injuries. All 
the injured persona were rushed to hospital where Constable 
HSptn Rof was declared dead and Constable Poppu Sanflh 
subsequently suocumbed to his injuries on 27th June/ 1993. 
In the operations in aU four mflitanta were kfilcd and A AK- 
56 Rifles, 3 mofi-az^s, and 17 rounds were recovered from 
the place of eoooQAtcr

The BSF Road opening party, came under 
heavy fire from the UGs at a close range of about 20/30 yds.

An information was received that a self-styled Battalion 
Commander of Hizbul Mujjahidecn of Baramulla Dis¬ 
trict would hold a meeting at an Apple orchard ne&r 
village Chunnar in the late hours of 11-5-1994 to plan a 
series of action against Security Forces. A special search 
operation with the Commando Troops of 19, 73, 65 Batta¬ 
lions and JAD Team was planned. The force was divided 
into four groups. Two groups of the force were led by 
Shri Arvinder Singh. The groups led by Shri Arvinder 
Singh and Commandant of 65 Battalion, BSF for closer 
to the hide-out, while the other two groups laid ambJUah 
on the road to cover the escape routes. When the party 
of Shri Arvinder Singh and other party came near the 
hide-out, the militants opened heavy volume of fire with 
automatic weapons on the approaching parties. The troops 
immediately took position. Shri Arvinder Singh was asked 
to storm the hide-out from the left side. The other party 
gave covering fire to the advancing group. Shri Arvinder 
Singh and his party men charged at the hide-out. 
Sensing movement near the hut, the hiding militants lobbed 
hand-grenades and also opened heavy volume of fire on 
the storming troops. As a result of this, one bullet hit 
Shri Arvinder Singh on his B.P. Jacket on the right side 
of his chest and two other jawans received minor splinter 
injuries. Undeterred by tlrs, Shri Arvinder Singh along¬ 
with three commandos, kept on advancing towards the hut. 
Shri Arvinder Singh was finally successful in lobbing a 
hand-grenade inside the hide-out through the window. 
However before the grenade could explode, Shri Arvinder

On 5-12-1993 at about 0645 hours, militants opened 
heavy volume of fire with automatic weapons on BSF 
Post at Mughal Maidan from hill tops. The militants were 
spread over the hill slopes in the area of about 
500 yards. All the Sentries returned the fire in retaliation 
from their bunkers and trenches. Other BSF person¬ 
nel, who were in the barracks/roonu? also took position 
in their respective trenchcs/bunkers. On hearing the sound 
of lire, Inspector Ashok Kumar Jha, officiating Company 
Commander came out of his room to inspire and control 
his troops and to lake position in the trench in front of 
his room. The moment Shri Jha came out, he was hit 
by a bullet fired by the militants at his neck below the 
ear. Inspite of his serious injury, with full dedication, he 
went upto the trench and fired two rounds from his AK-47 
Rifle and thereafter collapsed due to excessive bleeding.

On 19-3*1994, information was received that a suicide 
squad of militants would be holding a secret meeting in 


twin villages Manzsecr and Gurseer. A cordon and search 
operation was planned by Shri G. S. Bal Commandant, 
19 Battalion, BSF. At about 0715 hours, both the villages 
were cordoned. When the troops reached the southern 
out-skirts, militants opened fire with automatic weapons. A« 
most of the fire came from village Manzseer, Shri 
Bal launched a commando operations to flush out fire 
m/litams from that area. For successful conduct of ihe 
operation, three groups were formed—one group was led 
by Shri G. S. Bal with Subcdar O. N. Pathak and 
7 personnel from commando platoon to cover South-Eftst 
direction, second led by Shri Arvinder Singh to cover 
Northern side, third led by Deputy Commandant of 73 (Batta¬ 
lion to cover escape routes. 

\i about 1330 hours, all the three groups closed in on 
the suspected houses but apparently the militants had lpft 
rtiejr hide-outs -and had taken position on the fo/ titled j oof- 
lop of a cow-shed. They opened lire on both the advanc¬ 
ing groups. The firing directed towards the groups led 
by S Shii Bal and Arvinder Singh was unabated. Both 
The groups kept on. advancing towards the mibtanle position 
by adopting fire and move tacts. Both the groups manag¬ 
ed to reach within 25-30 yards and took cover ha the 
houses close to the cow shed. The paily lea by Shri BaJ 
took position in a house on South East side whereas the 
party of Shri Arvinder Singh took position on the North 
vSide. Subcdar O. N. Pathak and Constable Taranjcet Singh 
took position near the window by the side of Shri Bal, 
who was to direct the fire on the militants Likewise 
Shri Arvinder Singh took position at the window alongwith 
cne LMG pair. As the militants came under fire of BSF 
personnel, in a desperate bid to escape, they threw a 
grenade at the window where Shri Bal was standing, but 
in a quick and bold reaction he blocked it with bare 
hands, resuflantly it landed outside in the open and explod¬ 
ed. Thus Shri Bal saved the lives of whole paxty. 
Suddenly a long burst of bullets hit the window but 
luckily all three had a providential escape. Undeterred by 
this, Shri Bal kept on firing by the side of Constable Taran- 
jeet Singh. 

In the meantime, Shri Arvinder Singh noticed that the 
militants had eprayed bullets which hit the window from 
where Shri Bal was firing at the militant. By this time, 
he bad exhausted his ammunition, he took the LMG to 
pin down the militants. Suddenly a burst of bullets came 

into his direction, which hit the wall cf the house and 

Shri Arvinder Singh had a narrow escape. One of these 
bullets grazed passed by the right side of his abdomen. 
Undeterred by the militants fire, Shri Arvinder Singh open¬ 
ed heavy volume of fire with hie LMG, as a result of 
which the militants fire was silenced. Though firing from 
ihe militants side slopped but it was not known whether 
they had been killed or they wanted to draw out BSF 

personnel to kill them. Shri Bal, therefore, decided to 

probe it further. He alongwith Subcdar O. N. Padiak and 
Constable Taranjeet Singh came out and approached the 
suspected house. From ihe Northern ride Shri Arvinder 
Singh was asked to track down the militant’s position 
alongwith LMG group, The rest of the troops were asked 
to remain alert. All the four persons cajliou/dy approach¬ 
ed the shed adopting tire and move taedcc. Finding no 
response, they climbed on the roof by covering the move¬ 
ment of each other and found three dead bodies of the 
militant, who were later identified as Abdul Rashid Dur 
i A Battalion Commander of HM oulfSO, Mohd. Akbar 
Shah and Shank at Ahmed Com. During search, 3 AK.-56 
Rifles, 7 magazines of AM series, 1 wireless set (Sony), 
1 Chinese Grenade, 5 Electric detonators and large number 
of livc/cmpty cartridges were recovered from the place of 
encounter. 

In this encounter S/Shri O. N. Pathak, Subedar and 
Taranjeet Singh, Constable, displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 3-12-1993 at aboot 12,30 hours* exchange of fire took 
place between militants groups in the area of North-Last 
near BSF Post Gupt Gunga. On hearing the sound of 
gun-fire Shri T. B. Chand, Assistant Commandant alongwith 
19 personnel of his post (including L/Naik Faqir Chand 
and Convlubb Gopa Kumar) rushed to intercept the mili¬ 
tants. On seeing the advancing BSF troops, militants fled 
towards the dense orchard at the base of th$ hill range* 
north of Agricultural University in the area of Nishat. 
Thereafter, Shrj T. B. Chand directed one section to cover 
the slope of the hill and he alongwith other persons moved 
along Harvan Canal to prevent escape of militants from 
the University side. He also directed Company Comman¬ 
der of fF T Company to send re-inforccment to encircle the 
militants from the west side. 


Shri T.B. Chand and his group when reached near the distri- 
tedtory situated to the cast of Agriculture University* they 
came under heavy volume of (he from the slope of the 
hill. Immediately Shri Chand ordered his men to take 
position and return fhd fire. Appreciating the situation, 
bombs were fired from 2” Mortar to neutralise the fire of 
the militants and to check their escape. Thereafter Shri 
Chand, divided the party in two sections and directed ope 
section to pioye and climb biU from North-West side. 

The Other section was directed to give covering fire to the 
advancing section. In the meantime, the troops located 
at Chan don i a encircled the militants from North-East side 
by climbing hill from Fffittwan ride. As the militants were 
encircled from all sides, as a last reseat they stalled firing 
heavily on BSF parties. The BSF troops retaliated the fire. 
In the face of heavy vorimie of fire, Shri Chand alongwith 
two sections advanced towards Bast and North-Bast side to 
intercept the militants. The militants kept on firing heavily 
on the advancing troops. Constable Gopa Kumur shot 
down one of the militants who was firing from behind a 
rock* In the meantime, some bullets hit Constable Gopa 
Kumar in his abdomen, Shri Chand escaped narrowly. Ins- 
pite of serious injury and profuse bleeding Constable Gopa 
Kumar kept on firing at the militants till he was removed 
to Base Hospital, 

The militants who were firing from behind, the rocks to 
check the advance of BSF troops were kept engaged by 
Lance Naik Shri Faqir Chand, While Shri Faqir Chand was 
engaged in changing the magazine of his LMG a burnt 
of fire hit him on the right side of his chest. Disregarding 
bis injuries he immediaitdfly retaliated and brought down 
effective lire on the militants with his LMG. As a result 
of accurate fire of Shri Faqir Chand, one of the militants 
was killed. Subsequently Shri Faqir Chand succumbed to 
his injuries. Heavy exchange of fire continued for about 
H hours. Thereafter firing from the extremist side stopped, 
During search 10 dead bodies of militants, 7 AK-56 Rifles 
and 3 Chinese 9mm Pistols and large number of live/empty 
cartridges of different bores were recovered from the place 
of encounter. 

In this encounter S/Shri Tez Bahadur Chand, Assistant 
Commandant. Faqir Chand, Lance Naik and Gopa Kumar, 
Constable* displayed conspicuous gallantry* courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

On the intervening night of 25/26 the June, 1993 a raid 
was planned to apprehend Nisar Ahmed Bhat resident of 
An ant nag, a Pak trained militant of Ah Umar outfit, who 
normally used to stays at home during night. The house 
was cordoned and SI Mange Ram approached the main 
entrance and knocked at the door, As there was no res¬ 
ponse, the door was pushed open. The party entered the 
house and searched the ground floor. They did not find 
any-body there. Thereafter SI Mange Ram along with HC 
Baljit Singh and others decided to check the first floor. 
While they were climbing stuffs, the militants fired and 
lobbed Grenades on the BSF party. In the attack SI Mange 
Ram. HC Baljit and one Constable received bullet /grenade 
splinter injuries. 

SI Mange Ram and others, trapped inside the house 
managed to lake positions on the ground floor. Jn spite of 
serious injuries SI Mange Ram did not lose his nerves and 
ensured that the militants could not escape till the arrival 
of re-enforcement. SI Mange Ram and HC Baljit Singh, 
in spite of heavy and effective fire by the militants, conti¬ 
nued to hold their portions without allowing the militants 
to escape. Due to severe injuries and heavy bleeding, SI 
Mange Ram later fell unconcious, He was rescued by 
HC Baljit Singh and others who were trapped inside the 
house. 

After sometime the re-enforccment led by Commandant 
of 353 Battalion, BSF alongwith Shri S, K, Zutshi, JAD 
(QPS1 arrived at the place of eccountev. After assessing 
the situation, they planned an operation to retrieve the 
injured|lrapped BSF men under the covering fire of MMG| / 
LMG. Shri Zutshi made an effective fire of LMG On tho 
militants and succeeded in immobalising them. He moved 
forward and rc-sited the LMG, enabling LMG man to fire 
effectively on the militants so that the BSF personnel 
trapped inside could be rescued. Shri Zutshi moved forward 
with his party and succeeded in retrieving the injmed per¬ 
sons lying on the front side of the house. While, they were 
in the process of retrieving injured/trapped BSF personnel* 
militants continued to fife intermittently and also hurled 
hand-grenades. As a result, four personnel sustained splin¬ 
ter injuries. AP the injured persons were rushed to hospital 
where Constable Hircn Roy was declared dead and Cons¬ 
table Pappu Singh Subsequently succumbed to his injuries 
on 27th June, 1993. In the operations in all four milfiants 
were killed and 3 AK-56 Rifles, 3 maguziucs, and J7 rounds 
were recovered from the place of encounter. 

Head Constable Baljit Singh though injured and bleeding 
profiusely continued to fight with militants till the entire 
operation was over.

Irfifii the terrorists AP-56 rifle and was grievously hurt, 
bfit hie maintained his hold till he was evacuated to hospitail 
($ti|cciimbed to injuries on the way) Shri Bhargava having 
assessed the situation informed SSP, Fatehgarh Sahib and' 
rpqijested for bullet proof tractors and in the meantime 
he alongwith Shri Gurdev Singh returned the fire from their 
Ak-47 rifles. On arrival of the bullet proof tractors, Shri 
plppgava, Shri Gurdev Singh and Shri Raghubir Singh 
ifidenied the bullet proof tractors alongwith other personnel 
;JnU entered the sugarcane fields, As the tractors entered 
lh<j fiild, the terrorists in hiding, opened heavy fire at the 
thdetops, which resulted in bursting of tyres and immobi- 
ljs;d the tractors and personnel inside the tractors received 
bullet injuries. Shri Raghubir Singh noticed one terrorist 
a'rwied with AK-56 rifle in his hand sheltering on the side 
of' bullet proof traction Shri Raghubir Singh appreciating 
the situation, jumped out of the tractor and grappled with 
tfid terrorist to secure his arrest. Shri Raghubir Singh 
bravely grappled with the terrorists, but the terrorist sud¬ 
denly slipped out from the clutches of Shri Raghubir Singh. 
The terrorist opened burst fire from his AK-56 lifle at Shri 
^ajifnibir Singh, resulting in severe injuries. Tn the mean- 
tip);: Shri Raghubir Singh even though in injured condition 
cMfges at the terrorist with his SLR, while the other per¬ 
sonnel also opened fire at the terrorist and killed him on 
iho ypot. Shri Raghubir Singh who was severely injured 
c uhJcpLiently succumbed to his injuries. The dead terrorist 
was identified as Didar Singh @ Dari who carried a reward 
of its. 10 lakhs. One AK-56 Assault rifle with 3 magazines 
apd live rounds were recovered fpom the dead terrorist,

On 9-8-92 at about 12.45 hours information was received 
regarding presence of three dreaded terrorists in village 
Govindpura Jawaharwala under PS Lehragagga Distt 
Sangrur, Immediately on receipt of this information, Sfiri 
M, L. Meena, DC(Ops) 100 Bn., CRPF rushed to Lehra¬ 
gagga and planned a combined operation of CRPF and 
Punjab Police. The police party under Shri M.L, Meena, 
DC including Constable/Driver Kalu Ram were deployed 
to cordon the we^t side road of village, but the party 
had hardly reached the west side road when sound of 
firing was heard. Shri Meena sent five personnel of his 
party to cover one end of the west road and he himself 
ran and covered the other end. Two terrorists carrying 
assault rifles an wearing ammunition jackets cafhe run¬ 
iting from a side lane joining the west road towards the 
party. The police party who were in waiting rusher) to¬ 
wards the terrorists and opened fire with SLR. On seeing 
this the terrorists turned back and disappeared behind 
a wall and as anticipated the terrorists came at the gate 
of a house on west side road and opened tire, but in the 
meantime the police party had changed position, fired 
•back at the terrorists. Shri Meena positioned at the other 
•end of the road saw the terrorists and fired a long 
burst at the terrorist with his carbine, The terrorist ducked 
behind the gate wall and after a few minutes came out 
running firing with AK-56 rifle. In the directioin of Shri 
Meena and attempted L> break the cordon, but Shri Meena 
stood his ground, which made the terrorist abandon his 
'attempt to break the cordon and rushed to enter the gate 
of another house, where he noticed Constable Kalu Ram 
who had taken position very close to the gate, Shri 
iMeena who saw this asked Constable Kalu Ram to fire 
and started running towards the terrorist firing with his 
carbine. The terrorist and Constable Kalu Ram simul¬ 
taneously fired at each other, but in the process Cons¬ 
table Kalu Ram was hit in (he stomach. Inspite of 
being injured Shri Kalu Ram careful aim and fired at the 
terrorist who was bit on the chest and fell down dead, 
Constable Kalu Ram was evacuated to Civil Hospital and 
search for the second terrorist was started who was found 
hidding inside the four legs of a fodder cutting machine. 
Shri Meena opened fire at the terrorist and the terrorist also 
fired at Shri Meena. Shri Meena was hit in the left 
elbow and near the left waist. Though profusely bleeding 
Shri Meena fired back at the terrorist and killed him, The 
two dead terrorists wete identified as Yadvinder Sinch 
Pinka Lt. Genl. and Area Commander of KLF and Bal- 
winder Singh Surjan Bhini from whose possession two 
AK-56 rifle and six Magazines were recovered.

On 11-3-93 at about 9.30 AM, information waa received 
about the presence of terrorists belonging to KCF (Panjwar) 
in areas near village Rahimpur. On receipt of this informa¬ 
tion, a police party consisting of Punjab police and CRPF 
including Constable Mohd. Yousuf t reached the nnea and 
started search of the farm house*. In the meantime Shri 
Yousuf, noticed three armed terrorists running away from 
a nearby farm house of Shri Surinder Singh. On seeing the 
fleeing terrorists, Shri Yousuf tried to intercept and nab them, 
but was prevented due to heavy automatic firing opened by 
the terrorists. The terrorists adopted fire and run tactic*, 
but undeterred Shri Yousuf chased them till they ran in 
different directions. The area was partially cordoned with 
available force and more re-inf or cement was called for. In 
the meantime, taking advantage of the thin cordon, one 
terrorist managed to escape. Shri Yousuf chased the terrorist 
for about H Kins, and succeeded in injuring the terroriit, 
who ultimately took shelter in the house of Sadhu Singh. 
The police started search of the farm house. While search¬ 
ing the backyard of the farm bouse, the terrorist who was 
hiding in a heap of dry sarkanda, came out and opened 
burst five with his AK-47 rifle. As a result of this one Naik 
of CRPF was killed on the spot, while another Constable 
was injured seriously. Shri Yousuf alongwith other police 
personnel, at gteat risk to his life and in the face of death, 
cordoned the terrorist who took shelter in a room and Shri 
Yousuf in a daring act of courage opened fire at the terro¬ 
rist and shot him dead on the spot.

Based on information about presence of terroi ists, a search 
operation was planned on 23-4-92, in village Gill Wairch 
and Bakipur under PS Jhnhul. Three parties of CRPF in¬ 
cluding L/NK A. Barla and Const. Bhoop Singh alongwith 
local police, while advancing towards behnk of village Gill 
Wairch at about 0720 hours, observed that 3 suspected 
persons have started running on seeing the CRPF Party. The 
CRPF Party immediately challenged them to stop, instead 
they turned back and opened fire on the police party and 
escaped towards the fields in different directions, The CRPF 
party laid cordon with- available force and asked for rein¬ 
forcement on wiieless. On receipt of this information, 
Commandant 75 Bn. rushed with reinforcement and after 
taking stock of the situation, divided the force into five 
Pi >rn" / nd despatched to carry rut thoiough combing/ 
.search of fields and behaks. One party consisting of I./NK 
A. Barla and Constable Bhoop Singh togelhor with other 
personnel, were advancing towards the behak of Shri 
Kuldecp Singh of village Gill Wairch, when the terrorists 
positioned in a behak fired heavily on it, and launched 
grenades. L/NK Barla and Constable Bhoop Singh, unde¬ 
terred by the heavy firing and with great courage, advanced 
towards the behak by fire and move tactics and managed to 
reached near the boundry wall and took position. In the 
process both had a miraculous escape from the burst fire 
from automatic weapons. In the meantime 4 bullet proof 
tractors were pressed into service from different directions. 
On seeing this, the terrorists changed their direction towards 
the tractors and fiied grenades. Taking advantage of this 
situation, L/NK Barla armed with a LMG swiftly crawled 
further, managed to reach the entrance gate and took alert 
position, while Constable, Bhoop Singh, without caring for 
his life, went on roof lop of behak, dug hole and lobbed 
one hand grenade inside, and qirckly returned and took 
position near L/NK Barla. In the meantime two terrorists, 
fearing danger to their lives, rushed out from the room 
firing indiscriminately to terrorise the advancing troops. 
Seeing the terroi Kts coming out, L/Na»k Barla and Cons¬ 
table Bhoop Singh, w ho were positioned very near the terro¬ 
rists, sprayed bullets from their LMG and SLR respectively, 
as a result one of the terrorist fell down in the court-yard, 
while the other scaled the boundry wall and Jumped towards 
the fields.

On 27-7-1992 SHO PS Lopokc received information that 
members of Babbar Khalsa Organisation were hiding in the 
farm houses of village Kalowal. He alongwith force 
reached there and started search. When the police party was 
carrying out search near the farm-house of one Mewa Singh 
Jat, they noticed three suspected persons armed with Assault 
Rifles. On seeing the police party, two extremists slipped 
into the field to the west of the farm w r hile the third entered 
the ‘Chari* field towards the east. SHO, P. S. Lopokc along-' 
with police force chased the extremist, who was hiding in 
the 'Chari’ field and the remaining two were chased by Sub- 
Inspector and party. In the meant'me, police party cordoned 
the village and SSP Majitha and SP, Hqrs, Majitha were 
informed on wireless set and requested for reinforcement. 

On-receipt of this information, SSP Majitha alongwith 
Shri H. S. Randhawa, SP, Hqrs., Majitha and 7 Bn., CRPF, 
under Shri R. S, H. S- Sahota, 2 I/C and force including 
Constable Tribhuvan Singh reached the spot. On reaching 
thcie, the police parties challenged the terrorist to surrender 
but he opened heavy fire on the police parties. Realising 
the gravity of the situation, it was decided to confront the 
terrorist in bullet proof tractor. Shri Randhawa, SP mounted 
the bullet proof tiactor and entered the field where the 
terrorist was hiding but the extremist opened fire on the 
tractor. Shri Randhawa unmindful of his personal safety 
and security fired back on the extremist who was killed by 
the effectively filing of Shri Randhawa. 

After the killing of the first extremist, the police 

party went to village Kalowal in search of remaining two 
extremists, who managed to escape from the place of 

encounter, The extremists on seeing the police party re¬ 
turned the fire in self defence. In the meantime the ex¬ 
tremists managed- to enter the house of one Anoop Singh 
and kept on firing on the police party. Shri Sahota, 
2-I/C of 7 Bn., CRPF seeing the extremists entering 
the house and realising that the terrorists was well entren¬ 
ched and any amount of firing would not yield the 
desired result, decided to lob band granades. Shri 

Sahota alongwith Constable Tribhuvan Singh and other 
personnel advanced under heavy fire and under cover fire 
from own force, took position behind the walla of western 
side and lobbed 3 granade» inrid© the compound forcing 
the terrorist to take shelter Inside the rooms. Shri Sahota 
.alongwith Constable Trihbuvan Sjngh climbed the roof top, 
took lying position and fired at the terrorist* in order td 
confine rhem to one room. Shri Suhota and Shri Tribhuvan 
Singh dug holes in the roof tn lob grenades, bul on 

completion of digging of holes in the roof, the terrorists 
‘projected barrel of assault rifle and fire at Shri Sahota 
and his men on the roof. On throwing of grenades. ihe 
terrorist removed from one room to the other and as grenades 
exhausted Constable Tribhuvan risked his life in Ri* 
face of heavy fire and brought more grenades from tb« 
cordon party and lobbed ^ more -I’renades inside the room 
and simultaneously fired inside which resulted in injuring 
the terrorist. After sometime Shri Sahota and Constable 
Tribhuvan Singh came down fiom the roof to clear the 
room and in the process the injured terrorist opened fijed 
id Shri Sahota. Shri Sahota moved to other side and fired 
nt ih^ terrorist with his AK-47 and kilted him.

On 26A>-1991 at about 0731) hours Shri B. S, Chouhau, 
Commandant was carrying out inspection of his Coy. when 
he heard the sound of hre from automatic weapons. On 
inquiry, it was gathered that SHO, Govindwal, who was 
carrying out search of Farm House* at village Khan Chhabri 
came in contact with terrorist# and have been fired upon. 
Immediately on receipt of this information Shri Chouaan. 
alongwith Shri Som Prakash, Inspector and 3 Platoons of 
CRPF personnel including Shri Raghunath Prasad Lance 
Naik rushed to the place of operation and cordoned the 
area. Shri Chauhan after taking stock of the situation, 
took command but in the meantime^ the terrorists who had 
taken position in the farm house of Shri Jagir $ingh fired on 
the police party. When Shri C'houhan and his men returned 
the fire and started dosing in on the farm house, the terro¬ 
rists sneaked out of the farm house and took position on 
a small high feature covered by thick trees and plants which 
provided natural cover to the terrorists, 

Seeing the gravity of the situation, it was decided to lob 
grenades on. the terrorists who were firing with automatic 
weapons. Shri Som Prakash and Shri Raghunath Prasad 
moved dose to the feature at great risk and lobbed grenade* 
under covering fire, but this did not produce the expected 
result and a similar exercise for the second time also did not 
produce the result. Shri Chauhan directed Shri Som Prakash 
and Shri Raghunath to locate the exact position of the terro¬ 
rists While he himself advanved in the opposite direction to 
give effective cover. Shri Som Prakash who was wearing 
a bullet proof jacket moved towards the position of the terro¬ 
rists followed iby Shri Raghunath, but as they reached near 
the terrorists, a volley of file came on them, jnjuriing Shri 
Som Prakash on his upper right arm. Inspite of being injured 
he shot at the terrorists and eliminated one of them. Shri 
Som Prakash was immediately evacuated to hospital. As the 
terrorists were well entrenched, repeated lobbing of grenades 
did not yield the desired result, hence it waa decided to use 
tear #moke to force die terrorists out. Shri Chauhan with 
hk escort took the bullet proof vehicles with tear smoke, 
moved very close to the terrorists and fired long range/abort 
range shells on the terrorists. The terrorists resorted to indis¬ 
criminate firing on the police party in which one Head Cons¬ 
table Was injured in his leg. As this attempt also proved 
futile, it was decided to use improvised mototov cocotail 
followed by HE 36 grenades and tear smoke grenades. Shri 
Raghunath frlbnejwitfi 2 other Constables approached the 
said feature, which Shri Chouhan approached in his bullet 
proof vehicle from opposite direction. As planned the moto- 
toV cocktail bomb/grenades were lobbed simultaneously. 
The terrorist*, position caught fire and the terrorists came run¬ 
ning out firing at Shri Chouhan, Lance Naik Raghunath and 
his party in which Shri Raghunath suffered grave bruise* on 
hi* left shoulder. Shri Chouhan, Lance Naik Raghunath and 
his party positioned In anticipation of the terrorists coming 
out effectively returned the fire and killed the other terrorist. 
When no fixing was coming from the terrorists for some time, 
th# police party w^nt in search of the area a«d recovered two 


dead bodies of terrorists, who were later identified as Jasbir 
Singh Tandn and Avtar Singh Bbangoo, both hardcore terro¬ 
rist* of K, L. K One AK-47 rifle, one AK-74 rifle with 4 
magazines and Jive/empty rounds were also recovered. This 
encounter lasted for about 6 hours. 


In this encounter, Shri B. S. Chouhan, Second-in-Comhiand 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

On 21-3-1992, SP {Ops) Majitha received information that 
one Anirik Singh Sfo Joginder Singh, who was kidnapped by 
extremists ha* been kept in village Fatehgarh Sukercbnk, 
P. S. Sadur Amritsar. Police parties consisting of personnel 
of Punjab Police and 10 13n. CRPF including CoDflt.aole Sahib 
Singh and Naik Jai Mini Dutt under command of SP (Om) 
cordoned the village and started search. At about 1430 
hours when the police parties were in the process of cordon¬ 
ing the houses of Manjil Singh and his brother, Massa Sin$h, 
the extremists hiding there suddenly opened heavy firing With 
sophisticated weapons on the police parties. The police parties 
returned the fire in self defence. Wnilc the firing was continu¬ 
ing, Constable Sahib Singh alongwith two other Constable of 
Punjab Police and Naik Jai Mini Dutt of CRPF advanced 
towards the extremists without caring for their pereonal 
safety, On seeing the advancing personnel, the extremists 
started firing at them. In the process Constable Sahib Singh 
erecived serious bullet injuries and fell down but his accurate 
firing resulted in the killing of one of the extremist. Naik 
Dutt with great courage and risk to his life rescued Amrik 
Singh. In the meantime the other extremist crossed over 
the partition wall, entered the house of Massa Singh, bolted 
the door from inside and started firing from a window at 
the police party. In the meantime reinforcements arrived and 
after taking stock of the situation, it was decided to lob hand 
grenades in the room where the terrorist was hiding. Naik 
Jai Mini Dutt at great risk to his life crawled to the window 
from where the terrorist was firing and hurled one hand 
grenade inside the roorn^ bnt this did not produce the desired 
result, so Shri Dutt decided to lob grenades from the roof. 
Shri Dutt climbed the roof of the house made holes in the 
roof and lobbed 4 more hand grenades inside the room as 
a result the firing from the extremist stopped. On search 
of the room a dead body of a terrorist was found who wa^ 
later identified as Jaspal Singh @ Jassa. One AK-47 rifle 
with 3 magazines, one mouser and 12 rounds of AK-47 rifle 
were recovered from the spot.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded :— 

On 12-5-1988 & joint operation was carried out in village 
Sh ahpur/Taka pur under PS Beas of District Amritsar and 
troops were mustered from various coys deployed in Baba 
Bakala Sector, including a Section of 79 Bn., consisting of 
Niaik Prabhati Bhai, and Constables Alluappa Rao, Vinod 
Kumar, Shambu Hembram and Shesh Mani Mishra. Shri 
Prabhati Bhai, Naik, and Constables Alluappa Rao, Vinod 
Kumar, Shambu Hembram and Sheah Mam Mishra were 
deputed to conduct mobile patrolling on the Kucha Road 
running parallel to the irrigation canal between Takapur and 
Dayalbagh bridge to prevent the escape of the terrorists 
during search /raid. 

At about 0645 hours, when the patrolling party turned back 
from Dayalbagh bridge, they notjicedi (three Sikh youths 
heading towards village Shahpur. in a suspicious manner. 
Immediately Shri Prabhati Bn at along with his men tact¬ 
fully rushed towards the village Shahpur, On seeing the 
police personnel, the terrorists started running in the open 
wheat fields. The police party was divided into two groups, 
one comprising of Const. Shesh Man! Mishra and Const. 
Alluappa Rao. who started chasing the terrorists from the 
left side, while the second group consisting of Constables 
Vinod Kumar and Shambu Hembram led by Naik Prabhati 
Bhai fan on the kucha road leading towards village Shahpur 
to intercept the terrorists from the right side. At this point 
One of the terraria turned back and opened fire with AK-47 
Chinese Assault Rifle on Constables Shesh Mani Mishra and 
Alluappa Rao. Undeterred both the Constables returned the 
fire and advanced ahead fearlessly. Intermittent firing conti¬ 
nued between the terrorists and the CRPF personnel. The 
terrorists were adopting fire and run tactics and frequently 
changed places In the thick wheat crop which gave an excel¬ 
lent cover. Jn the meantime, Shri Prabhati Bhai and his 

n took tactical position in the fields near the farm house 
ewa Singh of Shahpur, trapping the terrorists. Seeing 
themselves surrounded on either side by the police parties, 
the terrorists made a desperate attempt to break the cordon 
by opening fire on both the groups. Both the police parties 
even though being fully exposed to bullets of the terrorists, 
did not loose their cool and without caring for their personal 
safety and at grave risk to their lives, Const. Alluappa Rao 
and Conet, Shesh Mani M sfora from one side and Naik 
Prabhati Bhai, Const. Shambu Hembram and Const. Vinod 
Kumar from the other side, advanced further and fired from 
a Very close range, which resulted in the elimination of two 
terrorists, while the third managed to escape. The two dead 
terrorists wc.ro Identified as Balkar Singh and KulrlecD Singh 
from whose possession one AK-47 rifle and a 9 MM pistol 
with large quantity of ammunition was recovered.

On 26-U-199I at about U73'J hours Shji B. S, Chouhan, 
Commandant was carrying out inspection of his coy. When 
he heard the sound or fire from automatic weapons. On 
inquiry, it was gathered that SHO, Govindwal, who was 
carrying out search of Farm Houses at village Khan 
Chhabri came in contact with terrorists and have been 
fired upon. Immediately on receipt of this information, Shri 
Chouhan, alongwith Shri Som Brakash, Inspector and 3 
Platoons of CRPF personnel including Shri Raghunath 
Prasad Lance- Nuik rushed to the place of operation and 
cordoned the area. Shri Chouhan after taking stock of 
the situation, took command, but in the meantime, the 
terrorists who had taken position in the farm house of 
Shri Jagir Singh fired on the police party. When Shri 
Chouhan and his men returned the fire and started closing 
in on the farm house, the terrorists sneaked out of the 
farm house and look position on a small high festure cover¬ 
ed by thick bees and plane which pmvitled natural 
cover to the (elroi ists. 

Seeing the gravity of the situation, it was decided to 
lob grenades on the terrorists who were firing with auto¬ 
matic weapons. Shri Som Prakash and Shri Raghunath 
Prasad moved dose to the feature at great risk and lob¬ 
bed grenades under covering fire, but this did not produce 
the expected result and a similar exercise for the second 
time also (lid not produce the result. Shri Chouhan direc¬ 
ted Shri Som Prakash and Shri Raghunath to locate the 
exact position of the terrorists while he himself advanced 
in the opposite direction to give effective cover. Shri 
Som Prakash who was wearing a bullet proof packet moved 
towards the position of the terrorists followed by Shri 
Raghunath, but us they reached near the terrorists, a 
volley of fire came on them, injuring Shri Som Prakash 
on his upper right arm, In spite of being injured he shot at 
the terrorists and eliminated one of them. Shri Som PrakftRh 
was immediately evacuated to hospital. As the terrorists 
were well entrenched, repealed lobing ci| grenades did 
not yield the desired result, hence it was decided to use 
tear smoke to force the terrorists out. Shri Chauhan with 
his escort took the bullet proof vehicles with tear smoke, 
moved very close to the terrorists and fired long range/ 
short range shells on the terrorists. The terrorists resorted 
to indiscriminate firing on the police party in which One 
Head Constable was injured in h’s leg. A,s this attempt 
also proved futile, it was decided to use improvised 
mototov cocktail followed by HE 36 grenades and tear 
smoke grenades, Shri Raghunath alongwith 2 other Cons¬ 
tables approached the said feature, while Shri Chouhan 

approached in bullet proof vehicle from opposite direc¬ 

tion. As planned the molotove cocktail bomb/grenades 
were lobbed simultaneously. The terrorists position caught 
fire and the terrorists came running out firing at Shri 
Chouhan, Lance Naik Raghunath and his party in which 
Shri Rcghunath Suffered grave bruises on his left shoulder. 
Shri Chouhan, Lance Naik Raghunath and his party posi¬ 
tioned in anticipation of the terrorists coming put, 
effectively returned the fire and killed the other tefroris.

On 25-6-93 at about 7.30 hours, information was recep 
ved about the presence of a gang of 10/12 criminals aimed 
with deadly weapons in the Electric TRS shed at Asansol 
to commit theft ot mostly engine components from a 
stabled elect ricV loco No. WAG-A 2 1073. On receipt 

of this information, Shri A. K, Sharma, Sub-Inspector/ 
RPF alongwith force rushed to the spot and confronted the 
criminals who were seen removing the bateries and cables, 
On seeing the security personnel some of the criminals 
fled away four of thorn took shelter inside the engine. Shri 
Sharma asked the RPF staff to cordon the engine and 
directed to criminals the surrender. Instead the Cri¬ 
minals opened fire at the RPF personnel from inside and 
hurled boms.
